Former Attempts on the Dstr's Life 


The ttagic event of Sandaj last was 


the sixth attempt which has been made 
on the Cnr's life, the first haying been 
made on April 16, 1866, when he wan 
fired at while entering his carriage at 
St. Petersburg. The pistol, however, 
was turned aside by Dimitri Korakogow, 
who was afterward ennobled for the act. 
Tbe second attempt was made at Paris, 
Jane 6, 1867, bj Bereiowski, a Pole, 
who fired into the carriage in which 
the Czar was Heated with hi* two soni 
and the Emperor Napoleon. Both sov- 
ereigns escaped unhurt. Another great 
shock was given to public feeling April 
14,1877, when Alexander Solovieff at- 
tempted to shoot the Csar in front ot 
the house of the military staff in St. 
Petersburg. The assassin was arrested. 
Another attempt was made December 
3,1879, when a mine was exploded un- 
der the railroad, with the intention of 
blowing up the train on which he was 
entering Moscow. His majesty, how- 
ever, was not in the train. 
About 7. 


o/clock on the evening of the 17th of 
February, 1880, 
an explosion occurred 


in the basement of the imperial winter 
palace, under the principal guard-room. 
Owing to an accident, the Czar and the 
members of the imperial family did not 
enter at the usual time. The explosion 
made a hole in the dining-hall fifteen 
feet long and twelve feet wide. 
The 


escape of the Emperor was almost 
miraculous. Eight soldiers stationed 
in the guard room were killed.
